The river and harbor bill, passed by 
the Senate yesterday over the President's 
veto, contains some important appropria- 
tions for Baltimore and Maryland. The 
bill carries the largest appropriation that 
bas ever passed the House and Senate, 
it being estimated that nearly $77,000,000 
will be needed to carry out its provisions 
Of this amount about $500,000 goes to 
Maryland. The items are as follows: 

For improving the deep chanel to 
Baltimore Harbor, $400,000. 

For improving the Patapeco river and 
chanel to Baltimore, 50.000. 

For improving Spring Gardens, begin- 
ning a work estimated to cost $350,000, 
$5,000. 

For improving Rock Hall 
$9,600. 

For improving inner barbor at Rock 
Hall, $7,000. 

For improving Choptank river, $2,000 

For improving Chester river, $1,500. 

For improving Manokin river, 4,000. 

For improving Wicomico river, $8,700. 

For improving Warwick river, $2,000. 

For improving Nanticoke river (in 
Maryland and Delaware), $3,000. 

SURVEYS ORDERED. 

In addition, there are s number ofsur- 
veys ordered for Maryland. -There are 
no appropriations made specially for 
these as they are paid for out of the 
lump sum sppropriated for making. sur- 
veys throughout the cogntry. The eur- 
veys ordered are:

All of the river appropriations are bad- 
ly needed and have been constantly re- 
ported by the Engineer's Office in Balti- 
more as requisites. None of them are 
large appropriations, the largest being 
$8,700 for the Wicomico. The Wicomico 
and Salisbury barbor bas alwass been 
a pet scheme wiih General Craighill. He 
says that there is no finer natura! bar- 
bor anywhere than -alisbory and the 
town should bea second Glasgow. It 
depends for its water not on its natural 
watershed supply, but draws on the 
whole ocean. The river itself is wider 
than the Clyde, on which Glasgow is 
situated. and the site of Salisbury, in 
General Craighill’s opinion, is in every 
way suited for a fine city.

Dr. Nansen's Pedigree. 

Dr. Fridtjof Nansen’s name being 
now mentioned all over the world, his 
pedigree has been the subject of recent 
research. The result is that the earliest 
of the forbears of the Norwegian nav- 
igator of whom there is authentic knowl- 
edge was Ewert Nansen, a merchant at 
Flensburg; in Sleswick-Holstein, who 
died in 1613. So it is stated in the 
"Genealogia Nansenians,’’ which is 
contained in an important collective 
work by Christopher Giessing (Copen- 
bagen, 1781). Ewert Nansen'’s son 
Hans went with his uncleon s mer- 
chant ship to Russia, became afterward 
interpreter of the Russian language at 
the court of the king of Denmark and 
later on special Danish envoy to the 
czar. Subsequently, as chairman of the 
Icelandic Trade society, he made many 
voyages to Iceland and Russia and 
wrote in Danish s ‘“‘Compendium Cos- 
moraphioum Danicum,' which had 
many editions (1638-46). AI the other 
Nansens are traced from these ancestors, 
one of the first of whom thus showed 
already a bent for traveling and for 
‘writing on his travels A clear case of 
hereditary character, going back to two 
centuries and a half! Only itis to be 
hoped that Ibsen will leave the subject 
alone and not write a drama called 
“The Man From the Sea.’’—Pall Mall 
Gazette.

Parisians of a certain class are inordi- 
nate eaters of ham—in fact, almost as 
many hams are eaten in Paris as could 
be furnished by all the pigs killed 
throughout the whole of France, even 
allowing for both shoulder and leg be- 
ing cured in accordance with French 
practice. The demand used—and may 
be now—to be supplied in this wise. 
The dealers in cooked hams bought up 
the old ham bones at a couple of sous a 
piece and ingeniously inserted them into 
pieces of picked pork, which they trim- 
med into shape and coated with grated 
crusts. In this way many bones did duty 
hundreds of times over, lasting, in fact, 
for years. They would leave the dealers 
in the morning and frequently return 
to them the same night, to quit them 
again the following day. Nevertheless 
the supply could hardly keep pace with 
the demand Only fancy the inconven- 
ience of having to wait for your ham 
until your neighbor's servant took back 
the ham bone which the charcutier re- 
lied upon receiving yesterday! It was to 
obviate such a state of things that an 
ingenious individual conceived the idea 
of manufacturing ham bones wholesale, 
and ere long he drove a thriving trade 
at 10 sous a dozen, since which time 
the stock of hams has augmented and 
the delicacy has become less difficult of 
attainment. Much in the same way an- 
other ingenious individual, knowing the 
immense consumption of cocks’ combs in 
Paris for ragouts, coquilles of cocks’ 
combs and vol-an-vents and seeing the 
high prices the said cocks’ combs com- 
manded owing to the limited supply, 
set to work to minister tothe demand 
and duly established himself as a man- 
nfacturer of cocks’ combs. So extensive 
was the trade done by him that he 
found it necessary to set up a small 
steam engine. He wasa great enthusiast 
and was accustomed to pride himself 
npon the artificial cocks’ combs which 
emanated from his atelier being great- 
ly superior to the natural article. 

This is the way our artist went to 
work. As the same method is largely 
worked at this day in London as well

A BIT OF EVIDENCE. 


On the morning of the 26th of No- 
vember I readin the Rutland Herald 
the following note: ‘‘Murder! Printers 
of newspapers throughout the United 
States are desired to publish that Ste- 
phen Boorn of Manchester in Vermont 
is sentenced to be executed for the mur- 
der of Russell Colvin, who has been ab- 
seat about seven years, Any person who 
can give information of said Colvin 
may save the life of the innocent by 
making immediate communication. 
Colyin is about 5 feet 5 inches high, 
light complexion, light hair, blue eyes 
and about 40 years old. ” 

This communication was copied gen- 
erally by newspapers and created a 
great deal of interest. Before describ- 
ing events that Tollowed, let us go back 
some years and to the little town of 
Manchester.

Whether the convention would have 
declared f: r the unlimited coinage at the 
ratio of sixteen and halfto one ifench a 
proposition bad been presented, we are 
left to guess. : 
The convention goes farther and asks 
for an international agreement. The 
platform was evidently drawn with care. 
Possibly“ it wiil meet with public fayor. 
To those who favor -the free and un- 
limited coinsge of silver it cannot of 
course be satisfactory; nor was the con- 
vention expected to edotpa platform that 
would be; fora while ttre feeling of unrest 
in the state has grown to immense propor- 
tions Istely, it is clear to a'i think ngand 
observing men that the state is not for 
free silver at the ratio of li to 1. Those 
who hold to euch a theory of finance are 
greatly in the minority; still the creat 
body of those who take the opposite posi- 
tion are dissatisfied with our present fi- 
nancial system. Thereis astrong feeling 
among conservative people that there is 
something wrong with our monetary 
system. There isa feeling among that 
great majority who have heretofore op- 
posed the free coinage of silver that con- 
gress should bave done something to re- 
lieve the present stress, and it is not an 
unusual thing among these people to 
hear the expression that “Free coinage 
Sant make things any worse.” If the 
single standard gold people have any- 
thing to put forward as s pign to relieve 
! the situation, now is the time to do it. 
It is not at all difficult to see the drift of 
things.

a year according to the slipshod methods

man who never figures on the cost of a 


thing never figures either on what he is | 


going to get out of it. Where there is 
no thought, no plan, no push, there is 
very spt to be little of anything else ex- 
cept loss, There is every reason to be- 
lieve that the farm hen shonld be the 
mort profitable of all hens if her eflorts 
to do man s good turn were only guided 
by an intelligent and attentive band. 
Because of a lack of any svspicion that 
the hen would ever be the means of 
making bim any money, the farmer per- 
mits ber to shift for herself under.all cir- 
cumstances. To be sure, some farmers 
have a building they call the henbonse, 
bot it generally leaks in summer and is 
a bleak place in winter. It is not a 
place- for comfort nor bealth. Conse- 
quently, the hens do not da good work 
They rento the open cribs often and 
get too Yet for laying eggs. A little 
everyday atiention would remedy all 
these things. ~ There is nothing like giv- 
ing the hens a chance. Give the hen 
clean, dry quarters, plenty of good exer- 
cise regularly, the right kind of food, and 

. make ber comfortable generally, and 
you have s machine that will turn you 
out more money on the investment than 
any other on the farm. The only ques- 
tion is, will you do it?

To develop the throat and make this 
angle a curve, stand before s mirror so 
that you may waich the throat swell 
out. Now thrust your tongue out as far 
as it will go, then draw it back quickly 
and forcibly, at the same time bringing 
it downward in the mouth as far as you 
can. Place your thumb and forefinger 
against the larynx (commonly called 
the Adam's apple), and if you are mak- 
ing the right movement you will feel 
the Iarynx pass downward. For a week 
or two make the movements lightly. 
After that time put as much force into it 
as you can. The exercie should be 
practiced for a few minutes several 
times a day to insure rapjd and good 
results. 

To fill up the hollows of the neck, 
stand correctly, and then slowly fill the 
lungs with air without elevating your 
shoulders. As the air is forced upward 
into the throat hold it there a few sec- 
onds and then expel slowly. This exer- 
cise is best performed soon after rising 
in the morning and before retiring at 
night.—New York Post. 


Proper care of Teeth. 


Dalnty dentine powders and perfumed 
washes for the teeth and month are 
enough in evidence in the shops to guar- 
antee perfect teeth to eyery one, if such 
a thing were possible, says the Chicago 
Tribune. But with it all there is a well- 
grounded assertion that people today 
have not as perfect teeth as in the primi- 
tive days, when dentistry wasin its in- 
fancy and preparations for the teeth were 
almost unknown. 

Women have the reputation, at least, 
of possessing finer teeth, on the avcrage, 
than men. Inference is easy. They 
realize that a handsome set of teeth is 
one of the great essentials to good looke. 
They take better care of their teeth than 
men, and are more punctual in getting 
them filled when they begin to decay. 

It is the testimony of dentists, too, 
that women are braver than men when 
it comes to bearing the pain of having a 
tooth filled or extracted. To a woman 
it is not only the possibility of losing a 
useful member that stares her in the 
face, but there is also the probable dis- 

figurement of a tooth lacking,

clined to let matters drag slong. The 
nicotine, too, that comes from smoking 
coats their teeth, and this is an evil that 
women do not-have to contend against. 

So that women, so oflen quoted at a 
disadvantage as compared with men, 
have in this one instance the advantage.

The democratic State convention of 
Marylund met at Ford's Opera House 
Wednesday, with Senator Gorman pre- 
siding, and declared ın favor of sound 
money and an international gold stand- 
ard. By a vole of 87} to 29}. tbe conven- 
tion refosed to substitute a free silver 
plank. s 
. A double delegation of eight delegates 
at large to the national convention at 
Chicago Joly 7 was elected as follows: 

Joba E. Hurst, of Baltimore city, head 
of the firm of John E. Hurst & Co. and 
late candidate for Governor. 

Major Richard M. Venable, of Balti- 
more city, attorney at law. 

Charles C. Homer, of Raltimore city, 
president of the Second National Bank, 
and author of the gold standard resolu- 
tions in the recent convention of. Mary- 
land bankers. 

John P; Poe, of Baltimore city, ex-at- 
torney-general! of Maryland. 

Gen. John Gill, of Baltimore county, 
president of the Mercantile Trost and 
Deposit Company of Baltimore city. 

Edwin Warfield, of Howard county, 
president of the Fidelity, and Deposit 
Company of Baltimore city. 

Charles C. Crothers, of Cecil county. 
Staie Senator and late candidate for at- 
torney-general. 

Marion de Kalb Smith, of Keat county, 
èx State comptroller and late candidate 
for re-election. 

John K. Cowen was nominated as one 
of the delegates at large, but his name 
was subsequently withdrawn by R. B, 
Tippett, of Baltimore city. Both hisses

“The safety of the masses of the peo- 
ple can only be found in a sound and 
honest currency, and it is because we 
perceive that the hope and relief held 
out to them by the advocates of free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at ratio near- 
ly, if not quite twice, the real value of 
silver bullion will surely prove delosire 
that true to the history and traditions of 
our party wa declare our hostility to a 
policy so fatal in the absence of an en- 
lightened international agreement regu- 
lating the whole subject, to the early es- 
tablishment of which agreement we be- 
lieve the efforta of the (Government 
should be steadily directed.” 

MINORITY RESOLUTIONS. 

Maj. Wm. E. Stewart then read the 
minority report. It wassigned by five 
of the committee, Messrs. Stewart of 
Talbot, Dent Downing of Prince George's 
Thos. T. Owing of Charles, R. W. Jones 
of Kent, and Thos. B. Turner of Calvert.

nancial plank in the platform of the 
last National Democratic Convention to 
mean the free; unlimited and indepen- 
dent coinage of gold and silver at the 
coinage ratio of 16 to 1, as fixed by the 
patriotic democrats in Congress and 
and signed and approved by Andrew 
Jackson. 

AS TO PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


“We endorse the President's action in 
many respects but we do not agree with 
the President when he denounces the 
action of the democratic Senators and 
members of the house of representatives 

“We agree with the President in his 
message in regard to the Monroe doc- 
trine and demand revenue sufficient for 
the support of the government. 

SILVER PLATFORM.

FRESH WATER UNDER THE SEA, 


Obtained by Divers From Springs Over- 
laid by Salt Water, 

The hottest region on the earth's sur- 
face is on the southwestern coast of Per- 
sia, on the border of the Persian gulf. 
For 40 consecutive days in the months 
of July and Augost the mercury has been 
known to stand above 100 degrees in the 
shade, night and day, and to ran up as 
high as 180 degrees in the afternoon. 
At Bahrein, in the center of the most 
torrid part of this most torrid belt, as 
though “it were nature's intention to 
make the place as unbearable as possi- 
ble, water from wells is something un- 
known. Great shafts have been sunk to 
a depth of 100, 200, 300, and eren 500 
feet, but always with the same result— 
no water. 
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made of copper. Some tacks are tinned, 
and for ship use tacks are galvanised. 
Tacks are made of sizes ranging from 
a bulf ounce to 24 ounces The tack com- 
monly used as a carpet tack is an eight 
ounce tack, A24 ounce tack is about 
13¢ inch in length. 

There are many kinds’ of tacks, made 
for aà great variety of . s, and they are 
put up in many different forma There 
are gimp tacks, looking glass tacks, up- 
holsterer’s tacks, trunk tacks, lace 
tacks, basket tacks, brush tacks, coffin 
tacks, shank tacks, lasting tacks, min- 
er’s tacks, cheesebox tacks and tacks for 
many otheruses. Within the past dozen 
years the sale of double pointed tacks 
has increased tenfold with the greatly 
increased use of electrical wires Dou- 
ble pointed tacks are also used for tack- 
ing down straw matting and for other 


purposes. 

Tacks that are sold in papers are put 
opin full wéights, half weights, and 
quarter weights, the weight indicating 
the size of the package Almost all 
kinds of tacks are also sold in bulk in 
25 pound and 50 pound boxes and in 
100 ponnd kegs. 

A one ounce tack machine will make 
in a day about 100,000 tacks altogether. 
The iron is fed into the machine in a 
plate which is of a width a little great- 
er than the length of the finished tack, 
so as to allow of material to be upset 
for the head. An eight ounce machine 
will make about 200 pounds of tacks a 
day—1,250 to the pound, abont 250,000 
tacks. Tacks that are put up in papers 
are weighed out and the papers filled 
by hand. Comparatively few tacks are 
put up nowadays in tied up papers 
They are put up mostly in little paste- 
board boxes. ‘These boxes are packed in 
larger boxes and in turn in cases for 
shipment A common tack package is a 
case weighing about 100 pounds 

The annua) tack product of the coun- 
try is estimated at about 20,000 tons 
If these tacks were all put up in papers 
of the usual assortments of sizes and 
weights, the papers would number about 
800,000,000, or something more than 
four papers per capita of the population. 
—New York Sun. 


The Expansion of Ice. 

Ice never bursts from freezing. As 
soon asthe liquid of which it is com- 
posed is frozen solid expansion ceases. 
The cracking or bursting of ice is 
brought abont in this way: When water 
is subjected to extreme cold, ice crystals 
will gradually form on its surface until 
the same are covered with a thin coat of 
what appears to be wet snow. From 
this, onter coating of ice crystals all sub- 
sequent freezing goes downward, the 
ice thickening according to the degree 
of cold. The water which is being con- 
verted into ice now begins to expand, 
creating a pressure upon the unfrozen 
water below. This pressure is both 
downward and outward, and in case the 
water under observation isin a vessel 
the sides and bottom of the receptacle 
supply the resistance. 

As the freezing process continues the 
pressure upon the confined water and air 
in the interior qf the bulk increases un- 
ti) something yields. If the vessel be 
stronger than the ice stratum that has 
formed over the surface, the layer of ice 
will be bent upward at the center, that 
being the weakest point, on account of 
the fact that the cular edges of the can- 
gealed mass are frozen fast to the sides 
of the vessel in which the experiment is 
being made. In this condition the center 
of the ice continues to rise or ‘‘bu)ge’’ 
until it bursts from the resistance of the | 
water below. Could the. vessel be tap- | 
ped from below and the water drawn | 
off, no amount of freezing would be | 
sufficient to crack or bulge the -

IMPORTANT IN BOTH SECULAR AND 
RELIGIOUS CALENDARS. 


Why the 25th of March Is Venernted In 
England—Whst Happens if It Falis ou 
Easter—Secularly Considered It Is the 
Beginning of Onc of the Year's Quarters. 


The 25th of March isan important 
Hate both in the secular and religious 
talendars. It is the first quarter day in 
the year and as such comes home to 
most of us who have before our eyes the 
fear of payment of rent or the rarer 
pleasure of receiving it The pay days 
in England have been arbitrarily fixed 
on Lady day, Midsummer day, Michael- 
mas day aud Christmas day. Why? No- 
bedy has been able to explain, unless it 
be that, arriving, as they do, near the 
end of each quarter, such important 
days are better as reminders of our duty 
to our landlord than any ordinary 30th 
or Bist of the month would be likely to 
be. x 

But it is, of course, as one of the 
great festivals dedicated to the Virgin 
(as its name, Lady day, or the old term, 
Our Lady’s day, implies) that it has 
most importance, being the anniversary 
of the day when the angel Gabriel an- 
nounced to the Virgin the mystery of 
the incarnation. Four other dates in 
‘the calendar share the honor of this ti- 
tle—namely, Feb. 2, or the Purification; 
July 2, or the Visitation, to commem- 
orate the visit paid by the Virgin 
to her cousin Elizabeth (instituted by 
Pope Urban VI in 1383); Sept. 8, or 
the Nativity, and Dec. 8, or the 


gustine, of the great event to which it 
owes its origin, and the institution of 
this festival dates from very early times, 
since St Athanasius makes mention of 
it in one of hissermons An order of 
the Patriarch Nicephorus having given 
permission to break the fast of Lent if 
the Annunciation “happened to fall on 
the Thursday or Friday of Holy week, 
a council convened at Toledo in 656 to 
preserve the complete observance of 
Lent and ordered the transference of the 
holiday to the week preceding Christ- 
mas. Some of the eastern churches still 
follow this decree, but the Syrians have 
fixed it on Dec. 1 and the Armenians 
on the ōth pf January, while in the 
Latin ch it has resumed its old 
place in the ecclesiastical calendar. In 
the western church, if it should fall in 
the Easter fortnight, ita celebration is 
postponed until the second Monday fol- 
lowing the festival 

Lady day of March has always been 
very highly observed in England. The 
synod of Worcester, 1240 A. D., by one 
of its canons forbade all servile work 
upon it, and this was afterward con- 
firmed by various provincial and dioo- 
ésan councils in all respects except ag- 
ricultural labor. 
| In Rome, in the early part of the cen- 

ry, the day used to be celebrated with 
great pomp and splendor. We read that 
the- windows were hung with crimson 
and yellow silk draperies and_occupied 
by femsles in most gorgeous attire, 
while the churches were patrolled by 
the pope’s horse guards in their splen- 
did full dress uniforms, all of whom 
wore in their caps s sprig of myrtle as 
a sign of rejoicing. Before the service a 
procession appeared, preceded by anoth- 
er detachment of the guards „mounted 
on black chargers, who rode forward to 
clear the way to the sound of trumpet 
and the beating of drums. This martial 
array was followed by a bareheaded 
priest on a white mule, bearing the host 
ip a gold cup, at the sight of which ev- 
erybody prostrated himself. The pope 
used formerly to ride on the white mule 
himself, and all the cardinals used to 
follow him in their magnificent robes 
of state, but as the eminentiasimi were 
for the most part not very eminent 
horsemen they were generally fastened 
on lest they should tumble off. 

It is not to be supposed that ir this 
country the day would be without its 
tradition or superstition, so we find that 
it was considered a public misfortune 
if Lady day fell on Euster day, and the 
medimval couplet rains: 

When our Lady falls in our Lord's lap, 

Then England beware of great mishap. 

No less than 18 saints figure in the 
calendar on this day. Of these two 
were ladies—St. Dula and St. Ida; one 
Irishman, St. Cammin, abbot of Inis- 


‘| keltra, aud two Englishmem St Alf- 


wolf, bishop of Sherborne, and St. Wil- 
liam, the child martyr, of Norwich. ` 
In The Calendar of the Anglican 
Church we find ‘a statement showing 
how great in ancient times was the ven- 
eration for the Virgin in this conntry. 
Published in 1851, the book states that 
no fewer than 2,120 churches were 
named in ber honor alone, besides 103 
whereof she was associated with some 
other sàint. On the authority of the 
same work, pictorially the Virgin is 
nearly always shown kneeling or seated 


`| at a table reading. 


Of the great masters of all countries 
and ages whose genius has been lavish- 
ed:on this theme it will be sufficient to 
„mention the brothers Van Eyck, Loch- 
ner of Cologne, Albert Duerer, Andrea 
del Sarto, Vasari, Louis and Annibal 
Carracci, Guido, Charles de la Fosse, 
Lesueur and Murillo 

In connection with the day it is per- 
nfissible, perhaps, to conclude with a 
“chestnot’' that owes its origin to the 
postoffice. It is said that a few years a 
goa country gentleman wrote 4s letter 
to alady of rankin town and sent it 
through the post with the following ad- 
dress: “To the 25th of March, Duke 
street, London.” The postman is said 
to have delivered it atthe house of La- 
dy Day, for whom it was intended — 
Pall Mall Gazette

Judges of the Olympic Games. 

The hellanodcæ, or judges, were ten 
in number, selected by lot from the ten 
tribes of Elis. They entered upon their 
office ten months before the festival 
They were first schooled in the tradi- 
tions and regulations of the games, 
then studied the capacities of the ath- 
letes while they were still in training. 
They had to decide upon the qualifica- 
tions of the contestants, make up the 
programme of the games, supervise the 
preparation of the scene of contest, act 
as judges in the games, and distribute 
the prizes. It was a position of honor 
and distinction. They came to the con- 
test clad in purple robes, and sat ina 
tribune opposite the finish of the races 
in the stadium or hippodrome. They 
seem to have subdivided the function of 
judging, but at least three were present 
to judge in every contest. Their deci- 
sions were usually final, but an appeal 
might be carried to the Olympic senate, 
They were assisted in the execution of; 
their commands by a large and well 
organized body of police. —Professor 
Allan Marquand in Century. 


The Armenians. 

F. Marion Crawford, the novelist, 
who bas met many Armenians in the 
east, says of them: ‘‘I doubt whether 
they are the innocent, confiding, inof- 
fensive Christians that the American 
people believe them to be. My experi- 
ence with them is that they are the 
sbarpest, shrewdest and trickiest of all 
the eastern people. They say in Turkey 
that it takes ten Jews to equal ove Ar- 
menian and five Armenians to equal 
one Persian in sharp business dealings. 
They have many able men among them, 
and I doubt not that their leaders have 
to a certain extent fomented this trou- 
ble, hoping that the governments of 
Europe would interfere and that Arme- 
nia would be entirely freed from Turk- 
ish rule.”

She first honored the faithfal 
Argus by placing his watchful eyes in 
the tails of her peacocks, where to this 
day they may be seen. Then abe sent a 
gadfly to torment Io, who, to cscape it, 
fled over the whole world. Thé Ionian 
sea, through which she passed, was 
named for her. 

At last, worn out and exbansted, she 
reached the banks of the Nile, and Ju- 
piter in pity begged Juno to give her 
back her form. This the goddess did, 
and Io was restored to Inachus and her 
sisters, young and beautiful to look up- 
ou as when first we met ber by her na- 
tive stream.—Edward Courtney in Phil- 
adelphia Times.

A MARINE PICTURE. 


Interesting Letter Picturing the 
Scenes Which Greet the Eye 
of the Spectator In 
Hampton Roads 


Ifa man wants to get an idea of the 
many different kinds of craft which are 
used by those who go down to the sea in 
ships, “Hampton Roads” is one of the 
best places in the world. It is doubtfal 
if New York harbor presents so many 
different types of vessels. Suppose you 
step ont on the deck of a Bay Line 
steamer jost as the sun is beginning to 
throw its rsdiance over tbis historic 
sheet of water. 
the Chesapeake usually enter the Roads 
at this time when nature puls on her 
most pidtureseque garb. As the great 
steel hull noiselessly passes through the 
water, the sharp bow piercing it like;s 
knife blade, the passenger bas what is 
truly a grand marine panorama spread 
out before his eyes. Close at hand is an 
oyster pangy, a litile vessel with two 
short masts, each holding s curious tri- 
angular shaped sail. Steered by a culor- 
ed man ina suit of yellow tarpauling, 
it may be carrying a load of watermel- 
ons, vegetables, ire wood or oysters up 
the bay to Baltimore or over to the Nor- 
folk market. Buta bundred yards away 
comes a bark from South America which 
has been two months at sea; with her 
two masts square-rigged and the other 
“fore and aft,” she glides silently slong 
on her two-hundred-mile journey to Bal- 
timore. Next comes a big ocean tug 
with a tow of dirty black barges loaded 
with coal for Philadelphia or New York. 
In contrast is the dead white of one of 
Uncle Sam's warships riding at anchor 
off Fortress Monroe. Every rope is 
taut, every bit of metal glitters in the 
syn, and apparently not a particle of 
dirt resis on the massive sides of this 
ficating fort, upon whose decks can be 
seen great steel rifles which will burl 
missiles of death and destruction at an 
object eight or ten miles away. The 
view one bas of this war ship alone is 
well worth the trip on the Bay Line 
ronte, but as far as the eye can see there 
are more vessels. . 

A fall rigged ship, a comparatively 
rare sight nowadays, is scudding along 
towards the capes bound on a voyage

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The St. Louis Convention met Tors- 
day and after a stormy session of three 
days adjourned Thursday evening, Con- 
greseman Fairbanks of Indiana presided 
over the body as temporary chsirman,and 
Senator Thurston of Nebraska ss perma; 
nent chairman.§ The McKinley forces 
were in complete control, both of the 
+ Committee and of the Conven- 
tion. There were a great many contest- 
ed In nearly every case the 
McKinley men were sead for tempora- 
ry orgenizstion by the National Commit- 
tee, and afterwards by the committee on 
credentials, The most notable contest 
was that fromDelaware, between the 
Higgins and Addicks factions. The 
Higgins faction was recognized and the 
Addicks people completely knocked out- 

The fight resembled ın many respects 
that made by the Cleveland forces four 
years ago. The people were in the: ma- 
jority. The most significant feature of 
the fight was the manner in which the 
people whdé have heretofore been un- 
known in National politics took charge 
of MF McKinley's campaign and downed 
‘all the old bosses of the . New 
England had gathered around and 
wentto the convention determined to 
force him on the country, The New 
York forces were led by the all-powerful- 
at-home—Thos. C. Piatt, and Pennsylva- 
nia by Senator Matthew Stanley Quay. 
These potentates went determined to 
crush the rebellious McKinleyites. Ad-. 
ded to these was our own dear George 
Wellington of Maryland, national com- 
mitteeman, Congressman, Senator-elect, 
and dictator of Republican politics in 
Maryland and chief adviser of Governor 
Lowndes. 

The combined strength of those poten- 
tates proved insignificant and they were 
completely submerged. -

Worms That Live In the Eye. 

This is not so improbable as it may 
seem, but only people who live in tropi- 
cal countries suffer in this way. The 
worm in question is a mere thread—one 
of the filarin—and looks like a very lit- 
tle piece of vermicelli, but when ex- 
amined under a microscope it is seen to 
have a round head and a pointed tail 

It has beceri found in the eyes of Eu- 
ropeans who have lived on the Kongo 
and in similar countrics. The eye be- 
comes more or less inflamed and swollen 
until the worm is either extracted or 
migrates cf its own accord. 

This migration is one of the peculiari- 
ties of the ‘‘‘loa,*’ as it is sometimes 
called. It goes from one eye to the oth- 
er, passing under the skin at the back 
of the nose. It will be seen in one eye 
for a day or two, then it will disappear, 
but a few days later reappear in the oth- 
er eye.

Mr. Daniel B. Canes died at eleven 
o'clock Wednesday evening at his home 
on Walnut street, this city, aged sixty 
two years. 

A few years ago Mr Cannon wasinjured 
in a railroad ger hoo He 
never afterwards TO 
bast health with which naturaihaf en- 
dowed him and which he always pre- 
viously enjoyed. He gradually grew fee- 
bleand for more than two weeks previous 
to bis death bhè was confined to his bed. 

His remains were interred this (Fri- 
day) afternoon in Parsons Cemetery 
after a funeral sermon at 2.30 o'clock at 
the residence by Rev. Dr-Jobneon, pas 
tor of Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
church South. {The pall-bearers were 
Messrs. J. s. Morris, Thos. W. Seabrease, 
G. W. White, G. Edward Sirman, J. R. 
T. Laws, and I. S. Adams. 

Mr. Cannon was born in Sussex county, 
Delaware in April 1834. He came to 
Salisbury about 30 years sgo. 

Soon afterwards he entered the em- 
ployment ofthe lumber firm of theMessrs. 
Jackson and afterwards acquired an in- 
terest in the Virginia branch located at 
Whaleyville. He was identified with 
the firm from first to last, about twenty 
five years, and was several years the 
firm's trosted ally in the management 
of their Virginia interests. 

After the accident some years ago, re- 
ferred to above, Mr. Cannon was obliged 
to retire from active pursuits. He came 
back to Salisbury and set up house- 
keeping in the Walnut street house 
where be died, living there quietly and 
alone with a colored man old in the 
family’s service. 

Mr. Candon leaves an estate variotsly 
estimated to be worth from $50,000 to 
$75,000. The wide rangein the figures 
given is due to the reluctance of Mr. 
Cannon during his lifetime, to speak up- 
on the subject. His estate includessome 
yaluable Salisbury houses and lots, and 
other profitable investments.

Cannon and Mr. Daniel B. Cannon Jr., 
are his surviving children, 

A widow, Mrs. Sallie Cannon, who is 
the mother of Mr. 8.

Put in this water 
vegetables and pieces of meat and then 
add redhot stones. This genyates vast 
quantities of steam and makes the wa- 
ter -boil without injuring greatly the 
surrounding hide. Ai ‘the end of an 
serie a ay are cooked and the 

as become a very fair soup, but 
a little peculiar ou account of the 
amount of cinders, sand and fragments 
of stone it contains, Still another tribe 
cook locusts, grasshoppers, katydids and 
tbe like, and say they taste a great deal 
like an overcooked shrimp. None of the 
native tribes, so far as known, ever eat 
the lion, bot they have no such feeling 
toward other carnivora. 

The jackal, wolf and fox aro more or 
less popular, and are reported to give a 
very palatable meat. Where our people 
hang mutton, game and the immortal 
goose to season it and give it “n rich 
favor, many South American tribes sè- 
core the same result by burying meat 
in the earth and leaving it there for 
several days. No civilized man bas ever 
been able to eat it in this candition, 
bot the savages pronounce it a delicacy 
of extrnordinary merit. Not alone is 
cannibalism practiced to a largeextent, 
bat our Darwinian cousins of the mon- 
key tribe share the same fate In the 
districts where they are employed as 
food they are very timid and fy at the 
sight of a bnman being even at great 
distance. In other territories; where 
they are unmolested, they are about as 
tame and fearless az in South America 
or India. In nearly all of these tribes 
the woman is the cook and the waiter, 
very often the butcher and sometimes 
the hunter.—New York Mail and Ex-

THE USE OF COCAINE, 


Horse Trainers and Jockeys Find If Use 
ful as a Bracer For Thelr Nage 

Within a recent period cocaine has 
come into nseson the race track asa 
stimulant. Horses that are worn and ex- 
hansted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given 10 to 15 grains of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the time of starting, or a few moments 
before. . 

The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
which the horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the race. 
This agitation continues, and the driver 
has difficulty in ‘‘slowing down’’ the 
horse after the race is over? not unfre- 
quently the horse will go half way round 
again before he can be stopped. The ex- 
haustion which follows is not marked, 
except in the great thirst and loss of ap- 
petite. Sometimes diarrhea and trem- 
bling follow. But good grooms give dn- 
usnal attention to rubbing and bathing 
the legs in hot water and stimulants. 
The general effect on the horse is de- 
pression, from which he soon recovers, 
but it is found essential to give co aine 
again to make sure of his speed. The 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as the usc increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before the race 
begins drivers give a second dose secret- 
ly while in the gaddle. Sometimes the 
horse becomes dolirious and unmanage- 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or be 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al- 
though the cause is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as 20 grain. ata 
time, but this is dangerons and only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a temporary stimulant for the 
time. It is claimed that the flashing 
eyes and trembling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of the use of 
cocaine. —Cincinnati Enguirer. 


Gulana’s Vile Climate. 

The climate of Guiana is not by any 
means agreeable. Georgetown is within 
six degrees of the equator, and the mer- 
cury generally lingers sround 90 and 
100 degrees. The land is also low and 
marshy in places, so that fevers are 
prevalent at all seasons of the year, and | 
a white man cannot live there unless he 
takes extreme precaution to observe 
certain essential rules. Negroes, on the | 
contrary, can live anywhere and break | 
the health rnles Iaid down for the white 
settlers. Yellow fever is an annnal 
plague in Georgetown, but the negro | 
population gives little thought toit, and 
it is uncommon to hear okono of their 
nomber taking it. Theřcoolies, who 
compose abont one-third the population, | 
are more susceptible to the poor climate 
than the negroes, but are much hardier 
than the whites, The coolies are aj 
lighter and more slender race than the 
negroes, but they are industrious and 
moderately faithful workers, while the 
negroca are lazy and indolent. The real 
bard and difficult work in the fields 
that requires muscle is performed by the 
negroes, but the steady, continuous, 
light work is allotted to the coolies. 
The two races are naturally hostile, 
more 80 than the Europeans and the na- | 
tives. —St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
